Disagreement continues between a majori- 
ty of the selectmen and the entire School Com-

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Feds deliver flood help 
How to spell 
relief? F-E-M-A

‘lm from the government and I’m here to 

help.” 
Occasionally a joke’s punch line, that state- 
ment is now bringing relief to the faces of state 
residents whose homes or businesses were 
damaged in the March floods. To help such peo- 
ple recover, the Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (FEMA) is issuing grant checks. 
Andover residents are eligible for assistance. 

In fact, anyone who suffered property dam- 
age or loss aS a result of the flood can register 
for flood assistance by calling FEMA at 800-462- 
9929. from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m., seven days per week. 
More than 1,000 applicants called during the 
first five days the line was established and 
more than $1 million has been awarded so far, 
says Kevin Galvin, FEMA public affairs officer.

Town Meeting to decide future

Andover’s annual exercise in local 
democracy will begin this Monday, 
April 23, at 7 p.m. at the Andover High 
School Field House on Shawsheen 
Road. It will continue the following 
night at the same time and place. 

The fate of Andover tax dollars for 
the next fiscal year is at stake, and 
nowhere more obviously than in a 
town budget that tops $100 million for 
the first time, in Article 4. (See story, 
this page.) As of press time the select- 
men, School Committee and Finance 
Committee disagreed on how this 
money should be spent, but two 
prominent options were set to trigger 
the need for an override next year. 

The budget is not the only place 
where voters have important finan- 
cial decisions to make, though. At the 
Essex Sand and Gravel Pit (page 18): 
Article 10 calls for $1.1 million to cre- 
ate much-needed playing fields, while 
private Article 11 calls for transfer- 
ring the pit to the Conservation Com- 
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the other — Residents on Monday will 
hether to create playing fields or an eco 
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mission to make an ecological park. 
Article 12 asks residents to finance, 
over 20 years, the purchase of the 46- 
acre Reichhold Chemical property 
on Lowell Junction Road. The former 
industrial site must be proven clean 
before the town would use it for recre- 
ation, or another use. ( See page 15.) 

Article 24 may decide the fate of the 
long-running effort by the Friends of 
the Andover Seniors to get seniors out 
of their cramped senior center, below 
the school administration offices and 
into a 40-year lease at Phillips Acade- 
my’s Will Hall. The article asks the 
town for $2 million, on top of a previ- 
ously granted $500,000, to push the 
seniors toward the ¢46 million they 
need for the project. (See page 15.) 

To continue opposing the con- 
struction of the Nickel Hill Energy 
plant in Dracut, Article 30 (page 15) 
requests up to $100,000 in legal funds. 

Four separate articles deal with 
sidewalk work, at a combined cost of 
almost $1.5 million. (See page 3)

Near the end of the warrant is a 
request for $235,000 in public safety 
center project contingency funds, to

In addition to requests for money, 4 
number of articles deal with amend 
ments to town bylaws. Article 25 calls 
for significant changes t0 the town 
smoking bylaw (page 30), making all 
town restaurants smoke-free and 
tightening regulation of the sale ol 
tobacco. Article 9 presents what pro 
ponents call a long overdue recodifica- 
tion of Andover zoning bylaws (page 
19). Article 41 reinstates an age limit 
on applicants to the police and fire 
departments, and Article 29 seeks to 


halt the selectmen’s practice of clos- 
ing the town warrant early (page 17).

The warrant tops at 44 arti- 
cles — the fewest number at an 
annual Town Meeting in years — 
but Hanson predicts that several 
of them will involve lots of 
debate. Article 9, the recodifica- 
tion, proposes clarifications to 
the zoning bylaw. Articles 10 
and 11 are opposing options for 
use of the Essex Sand and Grav- 
el Pit. As of Townsman deadline, 
it looked as though residents 
would have three different bud- 
get plans to vote on. All those 


articles, plus several others, will 
probably involve presentations 
and then debate, says Hanson. 

Last year Town Meeting ran 
three nights. Last year, 2000 
Town Meeting opened with 1,509 
voters, dropping to 624A by the 
second night and only 498 by the 
final night. But Hanson says she 
is proud of Andover’s participa- 
tion in its Town Meeting form of 
government. 

“(The attendance) is very 
good,” she says. “You won't find 
that in any town close to here.”

First and foremost, the parking situa- 
tion at the Andover commuter rail sta- 
tion needs to be improved.

We can make their 
contribution more attractive and com- 
fortable. In addition, we can help allevi-

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downtown by allowing employees of local 
merchants to park at this facility.

Now, the budget situation is more 
dire. The town is struggling to find the 
money that it needs to open its new 
schools, and a request for a $3-million 
(or more) override of Proposition 2) 
could be just one year away.

League takes positions 
for buying land, lawyers 


Editor, Townsman: 

The League of Women Voters has two 
basic missions. The first is its voter-ser- 
vice mission to provide objective, non- 
partisan information on candidates and 
issues. The public-warrant forum held 
last Thursday evening is an example, 
and League members urge residents to 
check cable Channel 8 for rebroadcast 
times. 

Members’ second mission is public- 
policy advocacy when we take positions 
on issues after study and member con- 
sensus. The following are our positions 
on Town Meeting articles: 

Article 12: We urge voters to support 
the Reichhold land purchase. The 
League supports the preservation of 
open space and the creation of additional 
athletic facilities, both of which can be 
achieved with this acquisition. In addi- 
tion, town purchase of this land will 
remove the parcel from further industri- 
al development in the Lowell Junction 
area, thereby helping to address the traf- 
fic problems in Ballardvale. 

Article 30: We urge voters to support 
the appropriation of up to $100,000 to 
continue the town’s opposition to the 
Nickel Hill Power Plant. Prior autho- 
rizations have delayed the siting of this 
power plant and required the company 
and the regulatory agencies to address 
significant environmental issues that 
would not have been addressed without 
our efforts, such as the cumulative 
impact issue, noise pollution, and using 
state-of-the-art technology to reduce air 
pollution. Litigation is nearing the final 
stage and the town maximizes the bene- 
fit of prior funding by seeing the process 
through to conclusion. 

Finally, in the past the League has 
urged town boards to make their recom- 
mendations on warrant articles known 
prior to Town Meeting. At this point, we 
suggest that recommendations made 
since the printing of the Finance Com- 
mittee report be posted on cable Channel 
92, and on the town Web site.

Make choices, as we do 


Editor, Townsman: 

It was nice to see the Townsman bal- 
ance its coverage of all the spending 
plans under consideration by pointing 
out that the average tax bill in Andover 
has increased approximately six percent 
per year over the last 12 years (“Your 
town, your wallet,” April 12, page 1). 

At the federal level, we read of the 
Bush Administration's difficulty to rein 
in the six- to eight-percent yearly increas- 
es approved during the Clinton years. At 
the state level, our legislature recently 
scoffed at Jane Swift's proposal to cap 
spending growth at 3 percent above the 
inflation rate. And now some of our local 
officials are telling us that an override 
above the high year-to-year increases are 
required to fund the needs of our town. 

As a manager of a more than 100 per- 
son team at a large local employer, I have 
seen our employees live with average 
annual salary changes of 3.5 to 4 percent 
since the early "90s. These increases are 
slightly higher than the inflation rate 
during this period and I believe, in line 
with the regional averages for labor rate 
growth. If many of our taxpayers can get 
by with such yearly income gains, why 
can’t our government officials? 

No one wants to short-change our 
schools, but if yearly increases of 6 per- 
cent are inadequate to finance needed 
improvements, then we need to curtail 
other expenditures. Most taxpayers make 
such trade offs with their own spending 
every month. It is time for our govern- 
ment officials to exhibit similar restraint.

ASA makes extra 
effort on sign-ups 


Editor, Townsman: 

As the registrar of the 
Andover Soccer Association, I 
want to respond to the letter in 
last week’s Townsman written 
by David Prawdzik. It is gratify- 
ing that he will be at Town Meet- 
ing to vote “yes” on Article 10, 
notwithstanding his personal 
disappointment concerning late 
registration. The shortage of 
fields has placed pressure on all 
youth sports, and he is attempt- 
ing to be part of the solution. 

I do want to address some 
misconceptions in his letter con- 
cerning late registration issues. 
Contrary to his letter, the ASA 
did not close the spring-season 
registration last fall. In fact, 
spring registration officially 
closed on Jan. 1, but ASA accept- 
ed late registrations until mid- 
March. There were 2,100 partici- 
pants in the fall, and we will

have 1,762 participants in this 
spring’s program, which is an 
all-time high for soccer. 

The ASA goes to extraordi- 
nary lengths to allow as many 
children as possible to play 
(even if they register late). If Mr. 
Prawdzik had registered his son 
last fall (as he did his daughter), 
his son would be on a team. Per- 
haps he missed the two days of 
registration held at West Middle 
School in the fall. If that were 
the case, his second choice 
would have been to mail the reg- 
istration form that was distrib- 
uted to all age-eligible children 
in all Andover schools, public 
and private. A third option was 
the form included in the ASA 
newsletter sent to each family’s 
home. If he also happened to 
overlook that one, his fourth 
choice was to use the form 
addressed specifically to him 
and mailed directly to his home. 
Finally, the library, Andover 
Hockey Shop and the Athletes 
Corner served as pick-up points 
for more forms. In short, more 
than 6,000 registration forms 
were printed and handed, sent, 
mailed or distributed in as many 
ways as ASA sensibly and feasi- 
bly could manage. 

Other organizations think 
that ASA goes overboard in 
going to the lengths that it does 
to register kids to play. Perhaps, 
but we at ASA try to make it as 
easy and painless as possible to 
register, aS our goal is to have 
every child that desires to play 
soccer participate. (This of 
course may not be the case next 
year if the gravel pit/ Article 10 
is not approved. A lottery sys- 
tem may be implemented as we 
have run out of field space.) It is 
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also our long-standing goal to 
have every child on an in-town 
team play at least 50 percent of 
every game they participate in. 
The U-9 team that Mr. Prawdzik 
mentioned would only have 
eight children on it as the play 
configuration has four children 
on the field from each team. This 
assures that every child gets 50 
percent of the playing time. The 
assistant coach should have 
directed Mr. Prawdzik’s ques- 
tion to the coach or the age- 
group coordinator, either of 
whom could have explained that 
there was actually no room on

Here's one approach:

Residents and town repre 
sentatives are putting in their 
two cents as to the best buy for 
the Essex Sand and Gravel Pit. 

At Town Meeting next week, 
residents will have three 
options for the fate of the sand 
pit: support Article 10 to appro- 
priate $1.1 million for construc- 
tion of three multi-purpose 
playing fields, $500,000 of which 
the Andover Soccer Associa- 
tion has promised to reimburse; 
support Article 11 to turn the 
land back over to the Conserva- 
tion Commission for develop- 
ment into an ecological park 
funded by private monies only; 
or defeat both articles and leave 
the gravel pit as is. 

Currently, the selectmen, 
Planning Board and Conserva- 
tion Commission have all rec- 
ommended approval of Article 
10 and disapproval of Article 11. 

Don Cooper, ConsCom chair- 
man, says the vote to support 
Article 10 over 11 was not a dif- 
ficult choice. 
| “The long-term plan for this 

land has always been for the 
playing fields,” says Cooper, 
adding that the commission did 
not entertain a presentation by 
Article 11’s proponents. Years 
ago, the Conservation Commis- 
sion purchased the sand pit 
with the intention that the town 
would eventually turn it into 
active recreation space. Cooper 
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says that the Conservation 
Commission acknowledges the 
need for playing fields. The 
commission is not equipped to 
take the land back as conserva- 
tion property and maintain it 
with proponent Tom Jones’ 
expectations of an ecological 
park, and it is unsure that the 
private funding Jones promises 
will come through, says Cooper. 
Finally, the commission ques- 
tions Jones’ motivation for the 
eco-park. “For 10 or 20 years, 
this land was lying unused and 
there was never a proposal for 
an eco-park,” says Cooper. 
“Now it’s only in opposition to 
the playing fields.” 

The selectmen voted unani- 
mously to support the playing 
fields, mainly because mem- 
bers recognize the town’s need 
for field space, says Selectmen 
Chairman Brian Major. In addi- 
tion, the selectmen considered 
the Conservation Commission's 
disinterest in reclaiming the 
sand pit as conservation land. 

The Finance Committee rec- 
ommended approval of Article 
10 with a vote of 43, on condi- 
tion that the article is contin- 
gent on a debt-exclusion, Says 
Chairwoman Joanne Marden. 
Without it, the committee voted 
unanimously to reject the arti- 
cle. “We're concerned about 
bringing in new debt-service for 
non-essential projects when we 
have not yet figured out how 
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we're going to pay for (services) 
we already have,” says Marden. 
The Finance Committee lis- 
tened to presentations from pro- 
ponents of both articles, but did 
not take a position on Article 11 
as it does not involve town 
money. 

The Planning Board recom: 
mended approval of Article 10, 
which was in line with its sup- 
port for playing fields at Recre- 
ational Park last year, Says 
Planning Director Steve Colyer. 

Residents are split between 
the two options. 

“Tt was purchased for active 
recreation in the first place,” 
says Porter Road resident Mar- 
garet Pustell, who says that 
Article 10 will preserve some of 
the environmental habitat and 
increase the number of playing 
fields in town. Her husband, 
Bob Pustell, agrees. 

“Tn order to keep faith with 
the people that... paid for the 
property, it ought to be used for 
the purpose it was purchased 
for,” he says. 

Carole Chanler of Gray Road 
says there will always be plenty 
of development in town, and 
voters should take advantage of 
the opportunity for preserva- 
tion Article 11 offers. “The pit 
itself is a very ecologically 
active space,” agrees Jones. 
“There’s more going on in (the 
pit) than any 100-acre piece in 
town.”

Protesters wore anti-Bush 
shirts and blocked Raytheon’s 
driveway with yellow rubber 
duckies Saturday during the sec- 
ond annual Death and Taxes 
Resistance Festival.

ccording to Chinese 
astrology, 2001 is the 
Year of the Snake, bring- 


ing with each slither a focus on 
discovery, mental prowess and 
inner-growth. Next Thursday, 
April 26, the Andover Chinese 
Cultural Outreach (ACCO) will 
be hosting award-winning chil- 
dren’s book _ illustrator and 
author Ed Young, whose work 
emphasizes childhood growth 
and knowledge through cross- 
cultural appreciation.
